betons. 
It is a ten-day-old embryo 
of a macaque monkey, the earliest 
stage in the development of a hu­ 
m an-like animal ever obtained and 
preserved for scientific study. 
Til? report covers a vast volume 
of 
scientific 
research 
in 
almost 
every important, field, representing 
an appropriation for 1934 of more 
th an $1,500,000 by the institution, 
under the direction of its president, 
Dr. John C. Merrima. 
Essential To Igfe 
The data about 
‘ genes" 
shows 
they not only control heredity but 
seem also to be essential to life. 
Cells in which there is a deficiency 
of some "genes" cannot live. 
"Genes’’ have long been known to 
be caiTiers of hereditary character­ 
istics from generation to generation, 
such as color of hair 
and eyes, 
stature and bodily build. 
They ex­ 
ist in every living cell, from the 
simplest one-celled organisms to the 


millions of cells in the hum an body. 
The discoveries show 
also th at 
they orobably are the most funda­ 
mental 
of 
living 
things, 
even 
further down in the scale of evolu­ 
tion than the individual cell. 
New Idea Of Evolution 
This suggested to the Carnegie 
scientists tho new idea bf evolution 
—that instead of 
beginning with 
single cells, it began with single 
"genes." 
Development of various parts of 
the body, therefore, is probably just 
a ’by-product" of the chemical re­ 
actions in each cell which, in tun 
form the basis of life, said the Car­ 
negie report. 
W hether or not you have blue or 
brown eyes, black or yellow hair, 
light or dark 
skin, 
results from 
chemical processes going on in each 
cell of your body and these pro­ 
cesses are controlled by the thou­ 
sands of “genes" in each cell.
